Funeral services were held 
Sunday afternoon at the Kana- 
vha Presbyterian Church in 
Charleston for Judge George Wu 
MeClintic, who passed away at 
his home then Friday, September 

25. 

George y"- MeClintic, 76, for 
more than 20 years was presiding 
Uirist in the Southern West Vir¬ 
ginia Federal j Court district. 
Judge MeClintic was appointed 
to the bench ,July 25, 1921, and
